A Discourse oa “Spiders,” by the Pastor of 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle—Insignif- 
cance No Excuse for Inaction.

The spider taketh hold with her hands and fs in 
’ palaces.—Provei bs, , 28. 


We are afl watching for phenomena. A 
sky full of stars, shining from year to year, 

Ils out not so many remarks asthe blazing 
of one meteor. A whole flock of robins 
take not so much of our attention as one 
blundering bat darting into the window on 
asummer eve, Things of ordinary sound 
and sight and occurrence fail to reach us, 
yet no grasshoppers ever spfing up in our 
path, no mote e dashes into the evening 
candle, no mote ever fluats in the sunbeam 
that pours through the orack of the win- 
dow shutter, no barnacle on ship’s hull, no 
burr. on a chestnut, no’ limpet cling- 
ing to a rock, no rind of an artichoke 
but would teach us a lesson if we 
were not so stupid. God in His Bible sets 
forth for our consideration the lily, and the 
snowflake, and the locust, and the stork’s 
nest, and the hind’s foot, and the aurora 
borealis, and the ant hills. One of the sa- 
cred writers, sitting amid the mountains, 
sees a hind skipping over the rocks. The 


hind has such a peculiarly shaped foot that 
itcan go over the steepest places without 
falling,and as the prophet looks upon that 
marking of the hind’s foot upon the rocks, 
and thinks of the Divine care over him, be 
says: ‘*Thou makest my feet jike hinds’s, 
that I may walk on bigh places” And an- 
other sacred writer sees the ostrich leave 
its egg in the sand of the desert, and, 
without any care of iccubation, waik off, 
and the Scripture says that it is like 
some parents leaving their children 
without any wing of protection or care. In 
my text inspiration opens before us the 
gate of a palace, and we are inducied amid 
the pomp of the throne and the courtier, 
and while we are looking around @pon the 
magnificence, inspiration points us toa 
spicer plying its shuttle and weaving its 
It does not call usto re 

gard the grand surroundings of the palace, 
but to a solemn and earnest conside: ation 
of the fact that “the spider taketh hold 
with her bands and is in kings’ pa'aces.”’ 

[tis not very certain what was the par- 
ticular species of inseet spoken of in the 
text, but Isball proceed to learn from it— 

First, the exquisiteness of the divine 
mechanism. The king’schamberiain comes 
into the palace and lvoks around, and sees 
the spider on the wall, and says: “Away 
with that intruder,’”’ and the servant of 
Solomon’s palace comes with his broom and 
dashes down the insect, saying: *‘WWat a 
k.atbsome thing it is.’ But under micro 
scopic inspection I find it more wondrous of 
construction than the embroideries on the 
palace wall and the upholstery about the 
windows. Ail the machinery of the 
earth could not make-= anything 
so delicate and beautiful as the pre 
hensile with which that spider 
clutches its prey, or as any of its eight eyes 
Wedo not have togo so far up tosee the 
power of God in the tapestry hanging 
around the windows of heaven, orin the 
horses aud chariots of fire with which the 
dying day departs, or to look at the moun- 
tain swinging out itssword arm from under 
the mantie of darkness unti! it can sirike 
with its scimiter of the Jightning. I love 
‘betrer to study Ged in the shape of a fly’s 
wing, inthe tormation of a fish’s scale, in 
the snowy whiteness of a pond-lily. I love 
tu track his footstepsin the mountain mass, 
andto hear His voice in the hum of the 
rye fields,and Giscoyer the rustle of His 
robe of lightin the south wind. Oh! this 
wonderof divine power tbhatcan build a 
babitat:on for God in an apple-blossom ,fand 
tune a bee’s voice until it is fit for the eter- 
nal orchestra, and can say to a firefly, “Le: 
there be light,’ and from holding an ccean 
in the holiow of His hand, goes forth to tind 
heights and depths and length and breadth 
of omnipotency in a dewdrop, and d's 
mounts froma chariot of midnight hurn- 
cane to cross over on the suspension bridge 
ofaspidersweb. You may take your tele- 
scupe and sway it across the beavens in or 
der to behold the giory of God; but I shal! 
take the leaf holding the spider and the 
spider’s web, and 1 shal! bring the micro 
scope to my eye,and while I gaze and 
look, and study, and am confounded, I| will 
kneel down in the grass and cry: “Great 
and marvelous are thy works, Lord God 
Almighty.”’ 

Second: Again, my text teaches me tha’ 
insignificance is no excuse four inaction. 
This spider that Solomon saw on the wall 
might have said: ‘I can’t weave a web 
worthy of this great place: what can! do 
amid all this gold and embroidery? | 
am not able to make anything fit for 
as grand a place, and so i wiil not 
work my spinning jenny.” Not so said 
the spider. “The spider taketh hold 
with her hands.’’ Ob! whata lesson that 
isforyouand me. You say if you had 
some great sermon to preach, if you only 
had a great audience to talk to, if you hada 
great army to marshal, if youonly hada 
constitntion to write, if there were some 
tremendons thing in tbe world for vou to 
do, then you would show us. Yes, you 
would show us! Whatif the Levite in the 
ancient temple had refused to snutfihe 
candle because he cou!d not be a high 
priest? What if the humming-bird 
should refuse to sing its song 
ino the ear of the honeysuckle, be- 
cause it cannot, like the eagle, dush its wing 
intothesun? Whatiftbe raindrop should 
refuse to descend because it is not a Niagara’? 
W hat if the spider of the text shouid refuse 
to move its shuttle because it cannot weave 
a Solomon's robe? Away with such folly! 
If you are lazy with the one talent you 
would be lazy withthe ten talents. Li Milo 
cannot lift the calif he never will have 
sirength to lift the ox. In the Lord's army 
theré is order for promotion; but you cau- 
not be a general until you have been a 
captain, a lieutenant and a colonel. It 
is step by step, it is inch by inch, it is 
stroke by stroke that our Christian charac- 
ter is builded. Therefore be content to 
dv what God commands you to do. God is 
not ashamed todo small things. He is not 
ashamed to be found chiseling a grain of 
sand, or helping a honey-bee td constructits 
cell with mathematical accuracy, or tinge- - 
ing a sbell in the surf, or shaping the bill of 
a chaffinch. What God does, He does well 
W hat vou do, do well, be it a great work cr 
a small work. If ten talents, employ al! the 
ten. If five talents, employ ail the five. If 
one talent, employ the one. If oniv the 
thousandth part of a talent, employ that 
‘*Be thou faithful until death, and I will 
give thee the crown of life.’ I tell you if 
you are not faithful to (God in a sma!) 
sphere, you would be indolent and insignit.- 
cant in a large sphere. 

Third: Again, my text teaches me: that 
repulsiveness and loathsomeness will some- 
times climb up-into very elevated places. 
You would have tried to kill the spider that 
Solomon saw. You would have said, ‘This 
is no place for it. If that spider 1s ceter- 
wah to weave a web, let it do so down in 
the cellar of this palace, cr in some dark 
dungeon” Ah! the spider of the tex: 
could not be discouraged It clambered on 
and climbed up, higher, and higher, and 
higher, until after a while it reached the 
king’s vision, and he said, “The spider 
taketh hold with her hands and is 
in kings’ palaces.” And so it often 
is now that thingsthat are loatbsome and 
repulsive get up into very elevated places. 

The church of Christ, for instauce, 15 a 
paisce. The king of heaven on earth lives 
init. According to the Bible, her beams 
are of cedar, aud her raftere of fir, and her 
windows of agate, and the fountains of sal- 
vation dash a rain of ligbt. It is a glorious 
palace—the church of God ‘is; and yet 
sometimestunseemly and loathsome things 
creep up into it—evil speaking, snd rancur, 
and slander, and backbiting, and abuse, 
crawling up on the walls of the church. 
spinning a web from arch to ach, and from 
the top of one communion-tankard to the 
top of another communion-tankard. Glo- 
rious priace, in which there ought only to 
be light, and love, and pardon, and grace— 
yet a spider in the palace! 

Home ought to bea castle. It ought to 
be the residence of everything loyal. Kind- 
ness, love, peace, patience and forbearance 
ought to be the princes residing there, and 
yet sometimes dissipation crawls up into 
that home, and the jealous eye comes up, 
and the scene of peace and plenty becomes 
the scene of domestic jargon and disso- 
nance. You say, ‘What is the matter with 
the home?’ will tell you what is the 
matter with it. A spider in the palace. — 

A well-developed Christian character 1s a 
grand thing to look at. You see some men 
with great intellectual and spiritual propor- 
tions. You say: “How useful that man 
must be!” But you find amid all his splen- 
dor of faculties there is some prejudice, 
some whim, some evil habit, that a great 
many people do not notice, but that you 
have happened to notice, and it is gradually 
spoiling that man’s character; it is 

radually going to injure his entire in- 
ace, O:hers may not see it, but you 
are anxious in regard to bis welfare, and 
how you discover it. A dead fly in the 
ointment. A spider in the palace. 

Fourth: Again, my text teaches me that 
perseverance will mount into the king’s 
palace. It must have seemed a long dis- 
tance for that spider to climb in Solomon’s 
splendid residence, but it started at the 
very foot of the wali and went up over the 
panels of Lebanon cedar, higher and higher, 
until it stood higher than the highest 
throne in all the nations—the throne of 
Solomon. And so God has decreed it that 
many of these who are down in the dust of 
sin and dishonor shall gradually attain to 
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- be princes and kings.
